[We give the text of this order, the substance of which 
was published last week.—Ep. JourNAL.] 

G. O. 39, H¥Q, A., April 28, 1881. 

I. A board of artillery officers will assemble in Washing- 
ton, District of Columbia, July 10, 1881, to consider the 
recent changes in guns, harness, and equipments for light 
batteries, and will recommend any changes from present 
methods which to their experience and judgment may seem 
fit.

Having made this report, each member will return to 
his post of duty. 











G. O. 40, H. Q. A., April 29, 1881. 

The buffalo overcoats, fur caps and gauntlets on hand at 
the various posts will, when no longer needed by reason 
of the approach of warm weather, be turned over for pro- 
tection to the respective post quartermasters, who will 
observe the following directions : 

The articles should be exposed to the sun and then beaten 
with a light twig or rattan. The most important point being 
to make sure that all moth eggs, should any have been 
deposited, are destroyed before putting the articles away, 
the sunning and switching for this purpose should therefore 
be thorough—the latter, however, not severe enough to 
injure the fur or pelt. ; 

Any article requiring it should be repaired—using for this 
purpose, as far as practicable, such articles of a correspond- 
ing character as cannot be again rendered serviceable—and 
packed in boxes well lined with petroleum and wrapping 
paper (the latter being next the goods), care being taken that 
no holes or other openings are left in the wrappers for moths 
to enter; the boxes to be secured, nailed, and paper pasted 
over all joints. This will, it is thought, be sufficient to pre- 
serve the articles from any damage. 

The original packages of clothing opened for issne will 
usually supply sufficient petroleum paper to cover the fur 
articles in spring. Should it be dry from age or use, it can 
be freshened up by rubbing into the surface a little of the 
ordinary illuminating coal oil, taking care not to rub enough 
to penetrate the manila wrapping paper.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


A Curyenne, Wyo., despatch of May 4 says: Two 
companies ot the 3d Cavalry left Fort Russell to-day 
for White River. Two companies of cavalry also left 
Fort Sanders and two companies left Fort Steele for the 
same destination. Trouble with the Utes is anticipated, 
and the Government proposes to overawe or crush the 
Indians at the start. 

A despatch to the Cheyenne Leader from Rawlins, 
Wyo. Ty., says: Colorow, a Ute chief, and 75 lodges 
of Ute Indians are camped within three miles of the 
military post on White River. Colorow told Col. Moore, 
commanding the troops of the 6th Infantry, to leave the 
place, with all his troops, within five days. This 
action of the Indians indicates trouble. Colorow is 
next in authority to Jack of the White River Utes. 

A despatch to the Bismarck Tribune from Fort 
Buford states that positive information has heen re- 
ceived from Sitting Bull, who is now 40 miles from 
that point, that he will not surrender. It is also re- 
oy from Poplar Creek that emissaries from Sitting 

ull have induced several young bucks to leave the 
agency and join him. Sitting Bull refuses to surrender 

use he believes the Government wants him simply 
to complete the list, when all the Indian chiefs will be 
hanged. He told Capt. McDonald, of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, on April 20, that he would never 
surrender. 

The decision of Judge Parker, on May 2, at Fort 
Smith, in the case of the United States against Capt. 
David L. Payne, that none of the land of the Indian 
Territory is subject to white settlement, the Indians 
holding proprietorship absolutely and without reserve, 
18 generally accepted as conclusive, and a number of 
prospective settlers camped on the border awaiting 
judicial decision have begun to migrate elsewhere. 








Orpgrs have been issued directing Light Battery C, 
and two foot batteries, 3d Artillery, from Fort Hamil- 
ton, one battery, 3d Artillery, from Fort Wadsworth, 
and one battery, ist Artillery, from Fort Columbus, to 
take part in the ‘Decoration Day” ceremomes at New 
York City, May 30.

Two cadets and 
four sailors were killed, and nine men were seriously 
and two officers and seven men slightly injured.” 


MEMORIAL FROM GENERAL GIBSON. 

In spite of the opinion of the Adjutant General and the 
Judge-Advocate-General, Major Gibson, of the 3d Artillery, 
has no idea of giving up the contest for the lieutenant-col- 
onelcy of the ist Artillery, to which Major Best has been 
nominated. He has just addressed the following memorial 
“to the Honorable Chairman of the Committee of Military 
Affairs, Senate of the United States,” in reply to the argu- 
ments of Generals Drnm and Swaim : 

Sim: The undersigned most respectfully begs leave to sub- 
mit a rejoinder to the reply of the Adjutant-General to the 
memorial, addressed by the undersigned to you, claiming 
precedence of rank over Major Clermor.t L. Best, 1st Artil- 
lery, nominated by the President to be lieutenant colonel of 
the same regiment, and also to the opinion of the Judge- 
Advocate-General, transmitted to you by the War Depart- 
ment. 

First. The reply of the Adjutant-General substautially 
admits all that the undersigned claims or alleges ; that by the 
action of the War Departmen‘, in muking appointments to 
original vacancies under the act of July 23, 1866, there was 
in fact ané effect, if not in inteution, an unjust discrimina- 
tion against certain officers ; and the undersigned is satisfied 
that it can clesrly be shown that “the relative rank and 
position of those persons selected for appointment” was not 
* determined upon an equitable basis.” Au examination of 
the Army Register of 1867-8, and the recoid of service, given 
in the Army Register of 1880, will make this evident. 

Second. The Adjutant -General states ‘‘ that there is noth- 
ing in the act of July 28, 1866, nor any other act, which re- 
quired that the officers appointed . . should take rank 
from the date it went into effect ;” but nevertheless, it will 
be found that nearly all the appointments dated (the excep- 
tion proving the rule) from the date it went into effect ; and 
that whenever the rule was departed from, injustice, direct 
or indirect, was the result, all appointed being in equity en- 
titled to an uniform date of commission. If the date of the 
act or any other early date, was given to one, it should have 
been given to all, The undersigned simply claims that ‘‘ the 
old rule—a rule of action in the Department in force for 
forty years before the practice of 1866-7” [see appointments 
under acts of 7th July, ’38, 16th February, °47, 9th April, '47, 
and 3d March, ’55, and appointments on increase of the 
Army, May, 1861], should have been observed, under the act 
of July 28, 1866, in his case. 

Third. The Adjutant-General also states that ‘‘ the 
vacancies were not all filled until more than a year after its 
passage.” Of this very fact, the undersigned complains as 
an act of injustice, and whatever may have been the cause of 
delay, it was no reason for not giving an uniform date to all 
the appointments, or for ante-dating some, and not others. 
There was nothing in the act of July 28, 1866, nor any other 
act, giving any authority to make any distinction in the dates 
of the commissions of the officers selected to fill the original 
vacancies, created by it in the artillery, and those selected to 
fill the original vacancies in the infantry and cavalry. But 
such a distinction was made, although there was no warrant 
for it under the law, or under the uniform practice of the 
War Department, as stated, for forty years. All the appoint- 
ments could or should have been made, before the meeting 
of Congress in December, 1866, if there waa any doubt or 
rule as to the power “gy, amend if not generally exercised) 
to ante-date them, after Corgress had assembled. 

Fourth. In view of the fact that the act itself required the 
disturbance of the relative rank of scores of officers (many 
of them undeserving of being so disturbed), by requiring 
appointments under it to be made without regard to previous 
rauk, the especial consideration for the few (two) in the 
artillery, whose relative rank would have been disturbed by 
giving the undersigned his proper and legitimate date of 
commission, does not seem to be just or justitiable under the 
terms and requirements of the law. The law explicitly said 
that in all cases—in all regiments authorized by the act— 
appointments should be made without regard to previous 
rank. But the disagreeable effect of the law was not dis- 
covered until the Department came to fill the few places 
(four) in the artillery regiments authorized by the act. The 
**feeling of mortification,” referred to as a reason for not 
giving the undersigned the date of July 28, 1866, was not 
thought of, when three captains of artillery, below him on 
the list, were placed, not merely by date of commission, but 
by increased rank in grade, above him (two of them return- 
ing to disturb his relative rank in his own arm of the Ser- 
vice) ; or that scores of officers, whose service was scarcely as 
many months as that of the undersigned had been years, 
were selected to be field officers of the date of July 28, 1866. 
Nor was any “disturbance” or “feeling” thought of, when, 
in organizing the 5th regiment of artillery in May, 1861, Majs. 
Williams, Barry, and Hunt were placed, in the order of rela- 
tive rank in their own arm, above many officers who were 
their seniors as captains [see Army Registers, January and 
September, 1861]. 

Fifth. The opinion of the Solicitor-General in the cases of 
Asst. Surgeons Campbell and Taylor does not apply to the 
legal points in this case. The act of July 28, 1866, simply 
authorized their appointment, by an increase of the Medi- 
cal Department of the Army, and no clause of the section 
or act, under which they were appointed, required it to 
without Sregard to previous rank. But, in the cases of the 
majors of artillery, the law did so require ; and the law hav- 
ing been uniformly complied with in the appointments in the 
other arms of service, it is manifest that there was an unjust 
discrimination, if not an invidious distinction, against the 
officers selected to fill the four solitary vacancies in the artil- 
lery, unauthorized by, and in disregard of the law. The 
opinion of the Judge-Advocate-General does not explain this, 
though stating that the appointments in the artillery were 
made without regard to previous rank. This is true ina 
measure ; but whilst full force and effect was given to the 
terms of the law, in the selections for the infantry and cav- 
alry, and the officers appointed received the full benefit 
thereof, yet the full effect and benefits of the law were denied 
the majors of artillery, from considerations which were not 
taken into account in the other appointments under the law. 
The Judge-Advocate-General virtually, if not in terms, ad- 
mits the equity of the case of the undersigned, but decides 
adversely to him because the cast iron rule of the Depart- 
ment, prevents the righting of the wrong where it is given. 
Against this harsh rule, wrong in principle and unjust in 
effect, the undersigned appeals to the Senate of the United 
States, as a high court of equity and justice. The under- 
signed asks for nothing but that which the law, rule, and 
precedent give him—only that accorded by the Department, 
under the acts of July 28, 1866, and March 2, 1867, to others; 
and if the Department cannot remedy the wrong, he appeals 
to the Senate to express its judgment by the non-confirma- 
tion of the officer, against whose promotion above him, he 
protests and remonstrates.

A WasHinaton despatch of May 5, tothe N. Y. Tribune, 
says: A few days ago Sir Edward Thornton wrote to Secre- 
tary Blaine stating that he had been instructed by Earl 
Granville to say that the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury have acquainted his Lordship that they 
have deputed to a committee of the Council of the Royal 
Society the duty of reporting to her Majesty's Government 
for approval what arrangements should be made, so far as 
Great Britain is concerned, for taking part in the observa- 
tions of the approaching transit of Venus. The letter was 
referred by the Secretary of State to the Secretary of the 
Navy, who in turn referred it to Admiral Rodgers, Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Observatory and ex-officio president of 
the Commission created by act of Congress in 1872 to take 
steps fer the proper observation of the transit of Venus. 
Admiral Rodgers bas issued a call for a meeting of the Com- 
mission to-morrow, and will propose that, under the pro- 
visions of the act creating them, they call to their aid five 
members of the National Academy of Sciences, and then 
proceed to discuss the subject in hand, communicating with 
the English committee, selecting localities for cbservations 
and making estimates for expenses, to be submitted to Con- 
gress next session. The members of the Commission, as 
provided in the act referred to, are the Superintendent of 
the Naval Observatory, the three senior Professora of Mathe- 
matics in the Navy, the President of the National 
of Sciences, and the Superintendent of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey. 

A noarp will be convened in Washington, May 18, for tho 
purpose of conducting a competitive examination of candi- 
dates for admission as cadets in the Revenue Marine Service, 
There are 35 applications on file, The examination on the 
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18th will be made with the view of filling the four vacancies 
which exist. 

Tas Rock Island Weekly Union, of April 30, says: The 
site of old Fort Dearborn, Chicago, has been marked by a 
marble tablet, bearing an historical inscription,‘placed in the 
wall of the building that now occupies the spot. The origi- 
nal fort was built in 1803, and after being burned was re- 
built in 1816, and stood until swept away by the great fire 
of October, 1871.

Tae Arkansas Democrat of April 29 has an interesting 
account of the banquet recently given at Little Rock to the 
State Medical Society, and reproduces in full the response by 
Maj. W. A. Elderkin, U. 8. Army, to the toast of ‘‘The 
United States Army.” The speech was a mixture of humor, 
compliment, and pathos. After referring to the rare occa- 
sions of war, he said: ‘‘To you, gentlemen of the saddle bags 
and scalpel, what superior and uninterrupted facilities are 
offered! The dress parade of peace does not restrain you. 
Your powder, whether wet or dry, is far more potent than 
ours. The bolus is more effective than the bullet, and the 
shock of your final charge carries dismay to the stoutest 
heart. Your lances are ever keen and ready. Your nerves 
are firm. Your knives are sharp and true (and ‘dead men 
tell no tales’). Your calm composure never deserts you. 
The ghastly grin of the cold cadaver terrifies you not, and 
the great hollow, sightless sockets of the shrouded ‘stiff’ 
disturb not your equanimity. Your sleep is sweet and your 
dreams delightful, and grim ghosts, all cut and slashed and 
bleeding. hover in vain about you in the silent hours of the 
night. We know that you appreciate all the blessings you 
enjoy, and we will not complain; but you will admit that 
your advantages are vastly superior toours.” After speaking 
of the composition of the U. S. Army, he added: ‘ We are 
very proud of our medical department—and justly so—for it 
represents in a great measure the refinement, genius, culture, 
and intelligence of the service. Among the surgeons of the 
Army are some of the very brightest and best informed men 
in the medical profession—men whose name and fame are 
known throughout the land.” Surgeon Edwin Bentley, U. 
8. A., respomded to the toast ‘“‘ The Medical Department, U. 
8S. Army,” and Capt. James M. Marshall to that of ‘“‘ The 
Department of Arkansas.”

Admiral Porter has 
a fine bay team, and rides out in a clarence or a coupe- 
rockaway. Gen. Benét keeps a fine establishment, consisting 
of three horses, a coach and brougham. Gen. Van Vliet has 
a similar stable, except that instead of a brougham he has a 
coupe. Gen, Humphrey’s stable contains three bay horses, 
which are driven to a Brewster landauand a T-cart. Admiral 
Radford’s family carriage is drawn by a pair of splendid 
looking blacks, while Surg.-Gen. Barnes has two brown 
horses to draw kis coach, and keeps a phaeton besides. 
Admiral Rodgers, too, has three horses and keeps a victoria, 
as well as a family carriage. Gen. Hunter has a fine bay 
team, a clarence, a coach, and a coupe-rockaway. Indeed, 
all the Army and Navy officers of any prominence have their 
private equipages and stables, which are well appointed in 
every respect. Lieut. F. V. Greene keeps a brown horse and 
buggy. He goes out riding a good deal and his horse is by 
no means slow. Major Slack is fond of horseback riding 
and owns a good saddle horse. Lieut. Broadhead[?] has three 
horses also, two blacks and a sorrel, and drives out ina 
brougham, a T-cart or a buggy.”

Tue Lonisville Courier-Journal tells this good story of Capt. 
Jouett, commander of the Metacomet, a first class ‘‘double- 
ender” ironclad, at the siege of Mobile, and Captain Murphy, 
in command of the Confederate ironclad Selma: “The 
two officers had been old messmates and intimate friends in 
the Navy prior to the war. Now, the greatest weakness of 
the flesh known to Capt. Murphy was a fondness for devilled 
crabs and Kentucky whiskey—the latter as an ar-istic ac- 
companiment of the former. Capt. Jouett by some rare 
chance had come into possession of a demijohn of the most 
generous Bourbon, some 15 or 150 years old, and it was an- 
nounced by Jouett the day before the grand assault that he 
intended to have the company of Capt. Murphy, of the Selma, 
in disposing of the same, The day came when the business 











of ‘lashing Commodore Farragut to the mast’ and the taking of 
Mobile were accomplished. Farragut selected the Metacomet 
as his yoke-fellow in the engagement, having for her com- 
mander, as was well known in naval circles, the highest con- 
fidence and admiration. The two vessels were lashed to- 
gether with 6-inch cables, which the Commodore had just 
obtained from New York at great pains. The fight finally 
passed the decisive point, and all that remained was to com- 
plete the details. At this juncture Capt. Jouett got permis- 
sion to sheer off from the flagship and pursue the Morgan, 
Gaines, and Selma gunboats. Instead of wasting time to 
loosen up the Commodore's new cables, he had them quickly 
cut asunder in five or six places, and was off like a shot. He 
overhauled the Morgan and Gaines successively and sunk 
them. Pursuing the Selma, he met a more stubborn resist- 
ance ; but, after losing 30 or 40 of her crew, the Selma sur- 
rendered. On mounting her deck Capt. Jouett met his old 
comrade Murphy, who, with his right arm disabled, held out 
his sword to Jouett with his left with great dignity. ‘Put 
away your frog-sticker, Murphy,’ exclaimed the victorious 
Jouett, ‘and let's dispense with that nonsense. I came on 
board to invite you to join me in my cabin to-morrow night, 
when I will offer you the finest spread of devilled crabs and 
Kentucky whiskey that ever tickled your palate.’ ‘ Why, 
Jouett,’ was Murphy’s pathetic response, ‘if you had sig- 
nalled me to the effect that you had that kind of mer- 
chandise on your old tub, I'd have lowered my colors two 
hours ago.’” 

THERE are four applicants for the position of third officer 
on the Greely expedition. Lieut. J. F. Merry, U. 8. N., was 
to leave for Newfoundland, May 3, to inspect the sealing 
steamers offered for this work. He will be accompanied by 
Capt. H. C. Chester, who was connected with the Polaris ex- 
pedition in 1871. Capt. Chester is to act as Lieut. Greely's 
agent in chartering the steamer, and in making arrangements 
for a proper fitting out of the expedition at that point.

Paymaster A. D. Bache, U. 8S. N., served as captain’s clerk 
to Captain Richard Wainwright, U. 8. N., from the time he 
went into commission until after the first passage of the 
Vicksburg batteries, when he resigned, being prostrated by 
sickness. Subsequently he was appointed to the Pay Corps,

‘The President and Cabinet are 
expected to meet the Post in Washington and proceed, with 
military escort, to the grave. It was said that President 
Garfield would probably deliver the oration. Each of the 
gentlemen present last evening wore on his shoulder a tiny 
golden hatchet, in honor of the veracious Father of the Re- 
public. Among them were Commander M. T. McMahon, 
Gens. Lloyd Aspinwall, Anson G. McCook, Henry E. Davies, 
Lewis Merrill, and J. J. Milhau; Cols. J. C. Litchfield, Wm. 

M. Fuller, Henry Smith, 
and A. M. Clarke; Majors Wm. Brodhead, George Dennison, 
and Charles H. Hatch, and Capts. Miles and Whitton.” The 
Baltimore Sun adds'that “it is deemed certain that a suffi- 
cient number will go to make the affair a sticcess. Several 
niemabers of Other Grand Army Posts and of the 7th and 
other National Guard regimenty have asked to be allowed to 
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accompany the Post. President Garfield will be asked to 
deliver the oration, and the members of the Cabinet and 
prominent Army and Navy officers at Washington will be in- 
yited to be present.” 

A Pirrspure despatch, of April 29, says: A sensationa] 
case was before the Mayor this morning. An Army officer 
was one of the passengers on last night's train from Chi- 
cago. His name is John Conline and he ranks as 1st lieu- 
tenant in the 9th Cavalry. He was on his way from the 
plains, Texas or Mexico, to Washington, on some official 
business, and, it appears, had become deranged from some 
cause or other on the way to this city. He jumped up in 
the car and drove the passengers out with his loaded revol- 
ver. At the Union depot he was taken to the Central Hotel, 
where he was assigned a room. He threw the clothes out 
of the window and aeted as if he was about to jump out him- 
self. He was taken to the Central Station, as it was impossi- 
ble to watch him and it was believed he might do himself 
serious injury. He had checks and tickets with him that 
shows his baggage had -been sent on to the capital and that 
was his own destination. Mayor Lyon discharged him and 
he was taken to the West Penn Hospital. Lieut. Conline, 
who is a graduate of the Military Academy of 1875, has, we 
understand, been subject to such attacks ever since he was at 
the Academy.

At 
the end of the experiment the gun was perfectly cool, and 
an extraordinary feature of the experiment was that there 
was absolutely no recoil when the gun was discharged. It is 
scarcely worth while to describe what Keely does with his 
motor, because it sounds absurd. I do not blame the public 
for believing that Keely is an impostor and that Iam crazy.

In relation to the question as to the manner in which the 
battle of Shiloh opened, discussed at the recent meeting of 
the Army of the Tennessee, General B. M. Prentiss in a 
letter to the Globe-Democrat says: ‘* On the night before the 
battle I ordered Col. David Moore, of the 21st Missouri regi- 
ment, with four of his companies in advance of my line of 
encampment about one mile. In the early morning of Sun- 
day, 6th, hearing firing in the direction where he had been 
ordered, my division was put under arms and in line to the 
front. Col. Moore sent word tome he had forced the enemy 
and requested me to send the remaining portion of his regi- 
ment to him, which I did. .. Gen. Sherman, after his own 
division was under fire, sent a staff officer to inform me that 
heavy forces of the enemy were moving in my direction. The 
staff officer of Sherman (name not remembered) found my 
entire line engaged one-fourth of a mile in advance of camp. 
It was near 9 o’clock in the morning when we were compelled 
to retire, and not until a rebel battery was planted in the 
rear, or near the left of his encampment. This, I weil re- 
member, was a part of the enemy’s force that should haye 
been resisted by other troops than mine. . . . If any croakers 
concerning that battle will ask any one captured with me, or 
any of the captors, they will be told it was latein the evening, 
after a hard day’s fight, that I was taken prisoner. Ger, 
Grant will tell them that late in the afternoon he endeavored 
to get support to me. Many who took refuge at the river 
will say they assisted in loading ammunition in wagons that 
I sent for. Col. Ed. Moore, a gallant staff officer of mine, 
was sent by me at about 4P.m. for re-enforcements. He 
organized and tried to reach me in time toassist. The brave 
Col. Tindall, of the 23d Missouri, was near me when killed 
about 5p. Mm. Hundreds of brave officers and soldiers yet 
living know the facts to be as here stated. I was.in the 
battle early Sunday morning, remained over a mile from the 
river, and, with those captured with me, was surrounded 
and overpowered while fighting for our country, at 5:20 
P. M.”

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THE WHITTAKER COURT-MARTIAL. 

On Friday, April 29, the examination of expert Stimpson 
was continued, and was temporarily interrupted to allow the 
testimony of Judge Fox of Taunton, Mass., who gave evi- 
dence on the failure of Mr. Southworth as an expert ina 
noted case already spoken of by Lawyer Hyde, The next 
day, Saturday, the cross-examination of expert Stimpson 
was concluded, to the relief of all the members of the court. 
The defence then introduced several witnesses to Cadet 
Whittaker’s good character, while in South Carolina, and 
other witnesses to his good character since he has teen at 
the North. 

On Monday, May 2, the expert business began again with 
the introduction of Doctor Piper, of Chicago, a graduate of 
the Harvard Medical School, who has devoted much atten- 


tion to microscopy. He presented microscopic drawings of A 


letters in the note of warning and of the same letters found 
in specimens of Cadet Whittaker’s handwriting. He 
observed a general appearance, he said, between the writing 
of the note and Whittaker’s writing. The former he was 
satisfied was the work of a practiced penman, whose writing 
contained some of the awkward curves so noticeable in all 
of the Cadet’s writings. This nicety of execution prevails 
throughout the note of warning, except in the “ix ” in the 
word “fixed,” where the writer appeared to have lost his 
hand forthe moment. Jn general terms, he would describe 
the writing of the note of warning as compact, neat, and 
engraver-like, while that of Whittaker was scrawling and 
awkward. 

On Tuesday, May 3, Doctor Piper’s evidence was con- 
tinued. The examination was very long and lasted through 
the day. 

On Wednesday and Thursday, expert Piper continued 
declaring his opinion that the note of warning was written, 
not by Whittaker, but by the cadet who wrote the specimen 
numbered 27, which, with the other specimens of cadet 
handwriting, was examined by the experts during the pro- 
gress of the West Poiat Court of Inquiry. Microscopic 
drawings of the letters in the note of warning, and of the 
same letters selected from specimen No. 27 and from Whit- 
taker’s writings, were submitted by the witness, and the 
marked similarity between the selections from 27 and the 
note of warning wes pointed out. Expert Piper also denied 
expert Southworth’s statement that the note of warning was 
written on a piece of paper torn from a sheet on which 
Whittaker bad been writing a letter to his mother. Draw- 
ings of the e¢ges of the two pieces of paper were submitted, 
which Dr. Piper declared were correct to the one thirteen- 
millionth of an inch, and he said his researches in this 
direction proved conclusively that the note was never torn 
from the sheet. 


WE should judge from the following lines, which we 
find in the St. James's Gazette, that in the struggle of 
English parties for power, the honor of the old flag 
appears to be lightly esteemed.

Tue Russian goverument intend sending this summer 
to the North Siberian and Pacific coust two cruisers, to 
watch over the littoral fisheries. For some time past 
there have been disputes between Russia and the gov- 
ernments of Norway and the United States respectin 
the devastation produced by their respective fishermen. 
From both countries she bas endeavored to obtain an 
annual sum to recompense her for the damage, and this 
failing, she has decided to send the Gaidamak to Nova 
Zemlia, and the Yaroslavl to Behring’s Straits. The 
former vessel was formerly on the Pacific coast, being 
relieved in 1879. It is not a very fast sailer, but is 
heavily armed. The Yarosiavi is the latest addition to 
the Russian fleet, having been built by the Moscow 
Cruiser Committee at Toulon last year, and presented 
to the government. It is more powerful than any cruiser 
the United States can send to match it on the Pacific 
coast. Its length is 295 ft.; breadth, 41 ft.; displace- 
ment, 3,050 tons. Her engines are 240 nominal or 2,900 
indicated horse power, steaming at 16 or 17 knots. The 
armament consists of one 8-inch gun at the stern, two 
6-inch on either side, four 9-pounders, and four Gat-

Lagvut.-GenzraL P. H. Sueripan, U. S. A., ordered 
to Washington for consultation with the Secretary of 
War, arrived in that city Sunday night, May 1, accom- 
panied by his Aide-de-camp, Lieut.-Col. M. V. Sheri- 
dan. His time on Monday was partially employed in 
visiting Mount Vernon in company with President Gar- 
field and other of our Government officials, together 
with the party of British nobility now honoring Wash- 
ington with their presence.

Weightier matters 
being concluded, Gen. Sheridan attended a convivial 
party at the Inspector-General’s, commencing at 9 
o’clock and carried over into the wee small hours of 
Wednesday, after which he left for Chicago. 


In a recent speech in Parliament, Sir Chas. Dilke, re- 
ferring to native Indian opinion on the subject of Eng- 
land’s policy with regard to Central Asia, said: ‘‘ This 
opinion was of two kinds—zmilitary and official. The 
military opinion in India, as in any other country, was 
in favor of advancing and the retention of advanced 
positions. It would be strange if this were not so in 
view of the fact that it was always the duty of soldiers 
to fight; and in his view, if the military opinion of 
India were taken, it would be found to be in favor of 
conquering and holding Burmah, China, and Persia, 
and organizing an expedition against the Grand Lama 
of Tibet.”

THE ADMIRAL OF THE NAVY. 
N the 16th of November, 1870, Mr. Robeson, then 
Secretary of the Navy, addressed a letter to Admiral 
Porter, the purpose of which was, as stated in the let- 
ter itself, to more clearly define his duties as admiral. 
Under the admiral’s supervision was placed the inspec- 
tion of ships, the supervision and inspection of ironclads 
and wooden vessels laid up in ordinary, the inspection 
of dock-yards and naval stations. Upon all these mat- 
ters the admiral was to report for the information of the 
secretary. The trial trips of ships of war, under sail 
and steam, were also placed under his direction, and 
copies uf the reports ordered to be sent to him. 
Seven years later, March 23, 1877, asecond letter was ad- 
dressed to Admiral Porter; this time by Mr. Secretary 
Thompson. In this letter he was informed that the 
Department, recognizing his ‘‘long and distinguished 
services and desirous of availing itself of his protessional 
knowledge,” re-established the Board of Inspection with 
the Admiral at;its head, and proposed to assign as his 
assistants such oflicers designated by him as were avail- 
able. The present members of the Board are Commo- 
dore A. C. Rhind, Captains John Lee Davis, James A. 
Greer, and Edw. P. McCrea, Medical Director A. L. 
Gihon, Pay Inspector Henry M. Denniston, Chief Engi- 
neer John W. Moore, Capt. Richard 8. Collum, U. 8. 
Marine Corps. The duties assumed by Admiral Por- 
ter, under this new order, were to be discharged ‘as 
under the original instructions of November 16, 1870,” 
which were enlarged so as to include reports upon 
foreign navies and whatever might suggest itself to him 
‘*in the building and rendering efficient our own naval 
force” or to ‘‘aid asa collateral in the efficiency and ad- 
vancement of the merchant marine,” over which the 
Department had no control and did not propose to as- 
sume any, simply considering its interests, so far as it 
properly could, as having an important bearing upon 
the efficiency of the Navy. The reports of the Admiral 
were to be made quarterly, semi-annually or annually, 
at his discretion. As they were to be confidential we 
cannot say to what extent they have influenced the ac- 
tion of the Navy Department. 
It has been apparent, however, that influences other 
than that of Admiral Porter have controlled in the Navy 
Department since Gen. Grant’s first Secretary of the 
Navy, Mr. Borie, gave place to Mr. Robeson. It is 
understood that under the present administration Ad- 
miral Porter will assume a position more nearly analo- 
gous to that which he held in Mr. Borie’s time than any 
since accorded to him. The earnest of this is seen in 





the fact that on the 29th of April Secretary Hunt ad 


dressed to Captain 8. B. Luce, commanding Training 
Practice Squadron, a letter to this effect : 


Sir: Hereafter all official communications from you, and 
others under your command, to the Secretary of the Navy, 
to the Chiefs of the Bureaus of the Navy Department, or the 
Judge-Advocate-General of the Navy, will be forwarded 
through the Admiral of the Navy. The Admiral will make 
such endorsements, or written recommendations, on such 
communications, as he may deem proper, and forward them 
to the Secretary of the Navy, or to the Chivf of the Rureau 
to whom they may be addressed. Such as are addressed to 
a Chief of Bureau, with an endorsement or recommendation 
from the Admiral, suggesting action, will be submitted by 
such Chief to the Secretary of the Navy for. his approval. All 
applications from you for a change in the officers of vessels 
of the Training Practice Squadron will be made to the Ad- 
miral, who will transmit the same to the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation and Office of Detail, with such recommenda- 
tion as the Admiral may think proper, whence they will be 
submitted to the Secretary of the Navy for his action and 
directions. Official communications from the oflice of the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the Chiefs of the Bureaus of the 
Department, to the Training Practice Squadron will be for- 
warded through the Admiral. The requirements of this order 
will not apply to ordinary returns, formes, and circulars. A 
copy of this order will be sent to the Admiral. 


Other matters will be committed to the Admiral’s 
discretion, as it is the purpose of the Secretary to place 
him in a position, so far as the law will allow, analogous 
to that held by the General of the Arn yin the War 
Department. How far he will succeed in this purpose 
will be determined by the Admiral himself. There is 
no better man for the quarter-deck and the command of 
a fleet, but the ways of department administration are 
not congenial to the habits of mind that make a great 
commander, and Gen. Sherman’s sovereign disgust with 
them was once shown in the transfer of his headquarters 
to St. Louis. It would certainly seem that the large 
experience and practical acquaintance with naval affairs 
of both the Admiral and the Vice-Admiral might be made 
available for the benefit of the Service. That they shall 
be is the intention of the present Secretary. It remains 
to be seen how far he will succeed in carrying out this 
intention. 








REFORM IN TARGET PRACTICE. 


A verprior of honorable acquittal has been rendered 
in the case of Col. Malcolmson, tried by Court-martial 
for abandoning during the English retreat from Maiwand 
the guns laden with wounded, of retreating in advance 
of his men with indecent and unsoldierlike haste, and 
of causing unnecessury alarm by exclaiming, during a 
halt, that the enemy’s cavalry was approaching, when, 
in fact, the cavalry in question belonged to the British 
force. Whatever may be thought, says the Times, of 
the conduct of Col. Malcolmson, it is impossible not to 
be painfully impressed with the light which the inquiry 
throws on the conduct of Gen. Burrows. 

The unfortunate troops on Majuba-hill were out. 
numbered it is true and outmanceuvred. They fought 
at every disadvantage. Strong as their position seemed 
from its steepness it was really weak for purposes of 
defence in default of intrenchments, for whereas their 
assailants advanced under cover, the defenders could 
not fire a shot without exposing themselves against the 
skyline to the deadly aim of marksmen far more expert 
than themselves. When they were at last surrounded 
and caught, as it were, in a trap they turned and fled, 
and the defeat became a rout. They were overmatched 
with the rifle, and they made no attempt with the 
bayonet to retrieve the fortune of the day. ‘The lesson 
is a severe one, and the experience gained in South 
Africa seems already to have produced some impression 
on our military authorities at home. Our troops are in 
future to be exercised in firing at moving objects at an 
unknown distance. It almost becomes a question after 
the lessons of Laing’s Nek and Majuba-hill how far 
target practice as usually conducted, with distances 
carefully measured and sights accurately adjusted, is 
really of any practical use in actual warfare. Judging 
distance drill may do a good deal no doubt, but even 
that is a very different thing from judging the distance 
of an obscure and moving object in actual warfare, and 
still more from actually hitting it amid all the excite- 
ment of a battle. 1t would{not very greatly surprise us 
to find our volunteers taking the lead in this new and 
difficult kind of marksmanship, though it would 
certainly be little to the credit of the Army and its 
authorities if they did so. If every efficient velunteer 
were to strive to make himself a practical marksman as 
good as the average Boer the endeavor of itself would 
materially increase the defensive power of the country. 
The practice, if it could be properly organized, would 
be far more interesting than that of firing at a mark, 
and would recommend itself to the sportsmanlike 
instincts inherent in most Englishmen. It is certain 
that ordinary troops as a rule waste their ammunition 
profusely by their random and inaccurate aim, and we 
have been somewhat rudely taught of late that victory 
will in future belong, not to the troops who possess the 
most perfect rifle, but to those who know best how to 
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use to the full advantage the weapon with which they 
are armed.”

The comparison is certainly very favorable to the 
Government, the private buildings being much the 
highest}priced—the Western Union Telegraph building 
and the Masonic Temple, New York, nearly twenty 
per cent. higher in price than ‘the dearest of the 
public buildings, the Mint in San Francisco. ‘The 
champion building, as regards economy of construc- 
tion, is the fire proof building recently erected in Wash- 
ington under the supervision of Gen. Meigs, the cost of 
which was but six per cent. of that of the two New 
York buildings referred to. Such a comparison as this 
is of course somewhat rude, as the prices vary 
with the times, but our Government officials have no 
reason to be ashamed of it. 





NOTEWORTHY CHANGES. 


Tae following changes in light artillery harness are 
recommended by various members of the board on light 
artillery equipments and guns, which meets in Wash- 
ington July 10, and of which Gen. Tidball is president. 
Two of the officers recommend that the splinter-bar be 
placed above instead of below the pole, so as to make 
the line of traction more nearly horizontal. One officer 
proposes to substitute a saddle-pad for the blanket, and 
two recommend the use of a breast strap. Four of the 
seven members of the board wish to substitute the Ser- 
vice riding saddle for the present artillery harness saddle, 
and the same number propose to dispense with the pre- 
sent valise—some proposing to modify its shape and 
others to substitute saddle-bags. One officer wants a 
pouch for spare shoes ; four propose modification in the 
lead traces, one wishing to substitute rope for leather. 
One wants a snap attachment for the wheel-traces, and 
another a ‘‘sister-hook.” One officer would fasten the 
hip-straps further back, and make the harness of russet 
leather as less oily and dirty for the men to handle, and 
more durable; another wants the collar and hames to 
be permanently united at the top and put over the neck, 
fastening with a snap catch below as is done in the case 
of horses used with steam fire engines ; he would also 
dispense entirely with breeching. Two propose breaks 
for carriages, and one to substitute the Service riding 
bridle for the present artillery bridle. Leather leggings 
for drivers are proposed by one officer, who would also 
abolish the saddle cloth fur officers, provide extra har- 
ness for all saddle horses, and put snap-catches in place 
of buckles and toggles. Finally a harness for the Gat- 
-ing gun is proposed by one officer, who also wants to 
shorten the lead-lines. The president and one conserva- 
tive member of the board makes no recommendation, 
and will be in a good position to pass judgment upon 
those proposed by the other members of the board, 
which are numerous enough to give the board abundant 
occupation. 
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ANOTHER ARCTIC CRUISE. 


Tue U. 8S. Revenue steamer Corwin started Thursday 
on her second Arctic cruise, under instructions from 
the Secretary of the Treasury, to go north to the waters 
of the Alaska and the Arctic ocean for the purpose of 
protecting the interests of our Government on the seal 
islands, of putting a stop to illicit traffic in spirits, of 
finding out if possible the fate of missing whalers, and 
of inquiring with regard to the progress and where- 
abouts of the Jeannette. The Corwin goes direct to 
Ounalaska, where there are supplies of coal, and thence 
to the Arctic Ocean. Of proved strength and fitness 
and commanded by an intrepid and experienced officer, 
the vesse! will, no doubt, push her way among the ice 
floes of the Arctic, diligently searching for the vanished 
Jeannette. In his very interesting report of his cruise 
of 1880, Captain Hooper wrote: ‘‘I have no fears for 
the safety of the officers and crew of the Jeannette.” 

While we cannot all share this confidence, we may 
hope that the expedition has overcome thus far the 
difficulties and perils of Arctic exploration, and that 
one or both of the relief expeditions may find proof 
that their services were, happily, unnecessary. Capt. 
Hooper’s duties, apart from that of following up all 
clues to the whereabouts of the Jeannette, are of the 
most important and benevolent nature. The ruin 
brought upon the barbarous natives of the northern 
coasts and islands by the whiskey traders was forcibly 
set forth in his report for 1880; and it is largely witha 
view of stopping this devastating traffic that he goes 
north this summer. The scientific features of the 
cruise are also of considerable value, and not the least 
service which the Corwin will render will be its useful- 
ness as @ mail carrier to the far distant whaless 
in the high latitudes visited. John Codman, 
a well known writer on commercial topics, thus 
alludes to Capt. Hooper's cruise in a recent letter to the 
New York Hvening Post: ‘‘ He does not apprehend the 
slightest danger cr even discomfort. Indeed, he de- 
scribed the voyage as a sort of pleasure trip in such a 
fascinating way that I was tempted to apply to the De- 
partment for permission to accompany him. The mer- 
cury, he ssid, seldom dropped to zero in the summer, 
and the picture of travelling about on the ice in the 
bracing temperature, shooting ducks, geese, foxes, seals, 
walruses, and polar bears, was spread out to my imagi- 
nation in such a captivating style that all our plans for 
‘ doing’ the Yellowstone Park next August seemed tame 
and iusignificant. We shall catch a few trout, and may 
possibly kill a deer; but what is that to knocking over 
seals and sending a rifle ball into a polar bear that 
weighs aton! The Corwin will not suffer for want of 
fuel, but will be able to keep steadily under steam, 
Captain Hooper having already discovered veins of 
coal in several places along the north eoast. These may 
not be of much use commercially, but they will always 
be valuable to the steam whalers that frequent the 
Arctic seas.”

Jeannette Relief Expedition, and gives an account of 
the Rodgers as she appears to his experienced nautical 
eye.

| nautical readers who may be interested iu these def: 
| and again for the purpose of directing public atteution to 
| the inadequate appropriation of Congress. Only one hun- 
| dred and seventy-five thousand dollars were ¥ for the

| ship, for all her repairs and outfits—including the charter of 
a ship to be sent nhead—coal, provisions aud expenses of 
every kind but the wages of the crew.

The conclusion is 
that if the Mary and Helen does not hear of her at 
Wrangell Land, she will be carried along by the same 
currents and will likewise supernavigate the pole. 
Captain Codman also makes this pertinent suggestion : 
‘‘Therefore, what she needs is the most effective 
strengthening of her hull and abundance of fuel and pro- 
visions for a three years’ cruise. If the Congressional 
appropriation is not sufficient for all this, will not one 
or more generous individuals who can amply afford it 


make up the deficiency?” 








SCHOOL FOR CAVALRY AND INFANTRY. 


SomE months ago we announced that a plan was be- 
ing matured for a school of application for cavalry and 
infantry at Fort Leavenworth. The plan is now de- 
cided upon, and an order establishing the school is in 
preparation. It will be opened as soon as the requisite 
number of troops can be assembled at Fort Leaven- 
worth, which will probably be after fhe commencement 
of another fiscal year has made the appropriation for 
transportation available. The school will be on the 
plan of that at Fort Monroe, and the code of regu- 
lations of the artillery school will govern it until the 
staff of the school can decide upon others for recom$ 
mendation to the General of the Army; The school 
will consist of three field officers of cavalry or infantry, 
| with not less than four companies of infantry, four 
troops of cavalry, one light battery, and the officers 
|attached for instruction. The companies will be 
‘changed from time to time, and the detail, 
|which will be for two years, will consist of 
| lieutenants, preferably those without families or 
who have not had the benefit of other instruction. 
They will be nominated by the commanding officers of 
regiments of cavalry and infantry, and announced ine 
General Orders by or before July 1 of ‘each alternate 
year, commencing with July 1, 1881. Officers will be 





form company duties while receiving instruction. 
The senior field offizer will command, and the next five 
in rank will compose the staff of the school. Officers 
will be expected to provide themselves with the neces- 
sary text books and stutionery. Other expenses will be 
provided out of the post fund, so far as regulations will 
permit. The school will be controlled by the ordinary 
rules of discipline and will be subject to inspection by 
the division and department commanders, and uuder 
the exclusive direction of General Sherman only so far 
as concerns instruction. 

In harmony with this scheme for the instruction of 
the subalterns of the cavalry and infantry a series of 
orders will be issued, regulating the instruction in tar- 
get practice. One will make some necessary changes in 
the present system of reports, another will offer prizes 
for individual excellence, and a third will offer a cham- 
pion trophy of gold and silver, costing $500, for awerd 


|to the company or battery making thé best practice 
during any month in the year. This last contest willbe 
open to all companies and batteries with the service 
arm and ammunition. In October of each year each 
department commander will examine the reports of 
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each company and select the one making the highest 
score at 300 yards on any one of the twelve preceding 
months, at least 80 per cent. of the aggregate strength 
of the company being required to shoot. The score 
will be ten consecutive shots or two scores of five shots 
each. From the department reports the Adjutant 
General will determine the company entitled to thé 
trophy and publish the result in General Orders. The 
company or battery commander will be the custodian 
of the trophy, and on his monthly report of target 
firing will be entered, ‘‘trophy held by this company.” 
Possessorship of the trophy will also be entered on the 
Army Register. 

The scheme of individual prizes for target practice is 
that described in the Army anp Navy Jovrnat of 
April 16, viz.: A silver medel for the best shot in each 
regiment, a gold medal for the best shot in the division, 
and a larger gold medal, with a parchment certificate 
from the President of the United States, for the best 
shot in the Army; a marksman’s rifle with silver plate 
inscription for the second and third best. Distance, 
300 yards off hand, 600 yards kneeling, and 900 yards 
any position. 








A RECENT military critic, Captain Kirchhammer—if 
this be not a nom de plume—of the Austrian Staff, in 
reckoning up the resources of England against an inva- 
sion, utterly ignores the Volunteers. Indeed, he speaks 
of them as quite useless for field operations. On this 
the 7'imes says: ‘‘ We trust the British public will not 
be influenced by this dogmatism. There are various 
reasons, some of them social, why the Volunteers 
should, in the event of aninvasion, be employed chiefly 
as garrisons of fortresses and intrenched camps. That, 
however, they could furnish at a moment’s notice 
several very efficient, well drilled, and steady battalions, 
who from their intelligence and skill with the rifle 
would be formidable light troops, cannot be ques- 
tioned. Soldiers, perhaps, do not yet sufficiently rea- 
lize the fact that troops, even if wanting in organiza- 
tion, drill, and discipline, nevertheless, in certain 
circumstances, can by dint of good shooting overthrow 
battalions more highly trained, but possessed of less 
skill with the rifle. Yet the recent actions with the 
Boers ought to have impressed that Jesson upon us and 
to have inspired the public with increased confidence in 
the Volunteers. ‘ After all the rifle 
matches, Wimbledon compctitions, prizes, and ranges 
long and short, there comes out the terrible fact that a 
British regiment may be almost helpless once within 
gunshot of Boers, or other people accustumed to handle 
therifle and knock over anykind of game from their very 
childhood. The British soldier has always been at a 
disadvantage in this respect, and has suffered for it 
when he came to encounter good marksmen. In the 
War of Independence, the Americans picked out our 
officers, besides reaping the full advantage of their su- 
periority in the destruction of our rank and file. Yet so 
little did we profit by the warning that at the beginning 
of this century, when we were really expecting war in 
our own fields and villages, it was thought a great thing 
if a competitor from the London Volunteers struck a 
target half a yard wide in Ranelagh gardens at a dis- 
tance of 96 yards. Various new territorial regiments, 
with the affiliated militia, are to become rifle regments, 
but what amount of rifle practice will enable them to 
compete for dear life with opponents as familiar with 
the rifle as with any implement of husbandry or craft ?”’ 

Jurzs Grevy, President of the French Republic, 
sends greeting to his ‘‘ great and good friend” President 
Garfield, and ‘‘in the name of the government of the 
Republic and that of the whole French people” accepts 
the invitation to Yorktown. He says: ‘‘This solemn 
testimony of the remembrance which has been presented 
by your fellow citizens of the part taken by eminent 
individuals of France in the glorious struggle which se- 
cured independence and liberty to the United States has 
called forth a feeling of deep emotion in France, of 
which it has afforded me pleasur: to be the interpreter, 
by informing Gen. Noyes, your worthy representative, 
that ‘ having taken part in the toil we would participate 
in the honor.’ The American Nation, which has be- 
come so powerful and §prosperous, has, by inviting our 
fraternal co-operation on the occasion of this anniver- 
sary, for ever consecrated the union which was created 
by noble and liberal aspirations and ‘by the alliance on 
the battlefield, and which our institutions, which are 
now of the same character, must draw closer and de- 
velop for the welfare of both nations.” 

The Adjutant General of North Carolina reports that 
he expects to carry about 1,200 troops from that State 
to Yorktown. The Adjutant General of South Caro- 
lina writes that it is the intention of the Governor to 
attend with five members of his ataff, and all the digni- 





taries of the State mentioned in the concurrent resolu. 
tion expect to be present on this occasion. The General 
Assembly has appropriated $5,000 to defray expenses. 
They expect to reach Yorktown early on the morning 
of the 18th of October, and there disembark the troops 
and put them into camp. He also asks for location 
for a battalion. 








WE are in receipt of a communication from Mr. Allan 
Rutherford, in which he takes exception to Captain 
Tyler’s statement that Section 5498, Revised Statutes, 
‘thas been held to refer only to officers or persons hav- 
ing official duties to perform in connection with an 
Executive Department of the Government, or the Sen- 
ate or House of Representatives,” and that retired 
officers are not ‘‘ prohibited by law from practising in 
any of the United States courts.” ‘‘ They are not pro- 
hibited,” says Mr. Rutherford, ‘* by law from engaging 
in the general practice of law in either the State or 
United States courts, but they certainly are prohibited 
from ‘prosecuting any claim against the United States.’ 
The law is so clear that it does not require a lawyer to 
interpret it. That retired officers are officers of the 
Army, will admit of no doubt; that they are also ‘ per- 
sons holding places of trust and profit,’ is equally clear.” 
The section in question is as follows, omitting the italics, 
which were inadvertently admitted to it when it was 
published in the Journat of April 23: 

Revised Statutes of the United States. Title—‘‘ Crimes.” 
Section 5498. Every officer of the United States, or person 
holding any place of trust or profit or discharging any official 
function, under or in connection with any Executive Depart- 
ment of the Government of the United States, or und r the 
Senate or House of Representatives of the United States, 
who acts as an agent or attorney for prosecuting any claim 
against the United States, or ia any manner, or by any 
means, otherwise than in the discharge of his proper official 
duties aids or assists in the prosecution or support of any 
such claim, or receives any gratuity or any share of or interest 
in any claim from any claimant against the United States, 
with intent to aid or assist, or in consideration of having 
aided or assisted in the prosecution of such claim, shall paya 
fine of not more than five thousand dollars, or suffer impri- 
sooment not more than one year, or both. 








Tue subject of the armament of our companies, 
batteries, and forts promises to be thoroughly sifted 
this summer, the wisdom of at least three boards being 
concentrated on the subject. First we have the board 
on magazine guns which meets in New York July 5, 
and of which Col. Brooke is the President, and Capts. 
Benteen, Shorkley, Litchfield, Greer, and Browning are 
members. Next comes the board on light artillery, 
which meets in Washington July 10, and which con- 
sists of Col. Tidball, President, and the commanders of 
the six light batteries, members. The third board is 
that on heavy artillery, authorized by the last Fortifica- 
tion bill, and which are to be soon ordered to meet in 
New York in July, probably the 13th. This is to be 
composed of one officer of engineers, two of ordnance, 
and two of artillery. This last board is to report upon 
projectiles, as well as heavy artillery, and will probably 
be in session for some months. The light artillery 
board will probably adjourn to New York, as the guns 
for their examination are there. The Ordnance Depart- 
ment has at Sandy Hook specimens of the Sutcliffe 
gun, the old and new Krupp, the Mann gun, the Hotch-. 
kiss breech-loader, the Moffat breech-loader, the Navy 
gun, with the French (Reifé) breech system, and the 
Ordnance gun on the Krupp system. All of these are 
guns of about three inch calibre. The various maga- 
zine guns will also be considered by the board, viz., the 
Gatling, Hotchkiss, Gardner, Lowell, and perhaps 
others. 
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Soup his four years as a cadet at West Point be allowed 
in computing the Army officer’s longevity pry? This isa 
far more interesting question to graduates of West Point 
than the Army AND Navy Journat, iu its allusion to the 
pending claim of Capt. H. M. Adams, of the Engineers, is 
willing to admit. In its issue of April 16 it says: ** Officers 
interested are not altogether pleased that the question should 
have been raised at all.”— Washington Sunday Herald. 


This sentence is correctly quoted from the JouRNAL, 
but is so wrested from its context and accompanied with 
such comments as to give an impression exactly oppo- 
site to that intended. The ‘“‘ officers interested,” to 
whom we referred, were those who had complained to 
us because the War Department, by asking an opinion 
on Capt. Adams’s claim, raised a question against them 
on what they regard as aclear intent of law in their 
favor. That the graduates of the Military Academy 
should be interested in the question as to whether 
they are to be allowed to lengthen their service 
by four years in computing their pay, is so apparent 
that it would seem to be a waste of ingenuity to attempt 
to show that the Journat holds to the contrary opinion. 
The announcement that the question as to the status of 
cadets had been raised in the Babbitt case was first 
made through the Journal, and the full opinion of the 
Court of Claims in that case was given to our réaders in 








advance of its appearance elsewhere. We say this 


much only because we find that our statement in the 
JournaL of April 16 admits of Leing transformed, by 
the exercise of sufficient ingenuity, into exactly the 
opposite of what we undertook to say. That some offi- 
cers regret that the question referred to was raised is 
quite possible. If any of those ‘‘interested” in the 
sense in which we used this term do so we have yet to 
learn the fact. 








THe question of the reorganization of the military 
divisions and departments, about which there has been 
80 much speculation, was finally settled on Thursday by 
the Secretary of War, who has decided to restore the 
**status quo ante bellum.” The Military Division of the 
Gulf is abolished, and the territory embraced in it 
returned to the commands from which it was taken. 
Gen. Schofield is placed on waiting orders with full 
pay. He will, it is understood, soon ask for a leave of 
absence to carry out a long cherished purpose to travel. 
The recently created Department of Arkansas dis- 
appears, and Gen. Mackenzie is relieved from duty as a 
department commander, and resumes command of his 
regiment. Gen. Schofield is not the junior Major-Gene- 
ral, but his temporary transfer to the command of West 
Point has thrown him out of the line, and the attempt 
to restore him to command and create for him a position 
in keeping with his rank, has resulted in so much 
friction that it has been abandoned. 








Cox. Rior’s effort to secure the adoption of his 
trowel bayonet, and the later model known asthe ‘‘ Rice 
Knife Intrenching Bayonet,” bas heen so far unsuccess- 
ful; and it is understood his latest appeal in the matter 
has resulted in the determination by Secretary Lincoln 
that he cannot order the adoption of the weapon in the 
face of the adverse opinion of the General in-chief and 
the Chief of Ordnance. It is not often that, as in this 
case, the Ordnance Department is in accord with the 
General’s views, but they have both consistently opposed 
the adoption of an intrenching tool to be used, when 
tixed as a bayonet, as an appeudage to the rifle.

Tue British sloop-of-war Doterei was blown up in the 
Strait of Magellan on April 26 and was totally destroyed 
and sunk. The explosion occurred in the forward 
magazine at 10 o’clock in the morning. It is supposed 
that the boiler burst and exploded the magazine. The 
victims of the explosion number 8 officers and 135 men 
killed. Three officers and 14 others were saved. 








Tse commandant of the Marine has about completed 
plans for the new marine barracks to be constructed at 
the Naval Academy, Aunapviis, Md. The work is ex- 
pected to be under way by the 1st of July. Congress 
at its last session appropriated $49,009 for this purpose. 
The work on the new armory at the Naval Academy 
will also begin soon. Materials have already been ad- 
vertised for. $25,000 were appropriated for this 
purpose. 








Tue Board of Admirals, of which Admiral Porter was 
president, on the unveiling of the Farragut statue, was 
dissolved on the 3d May. Secretary Hunt thanked 
them for the admirable arrangements made, and the 
success with which they were carried out, in unveiling 
the statue. The commendation given by the board of 
the efficient manner in which Commander Howison, 
Commander McCormick, and the officers under them, 
performed their duties, merits the approbation of the 


Department. 


Amone the passengers for Liverpool per Cunard 
steamer Gallia, on Thursday, was Col. Silas Crispin, of 
the Ordnance Corps. Col. Crispin has been in ill health 
for some time, and his six months’ leave is a well 
merited vacation after years of routine service and 
severe professional study.

The first matter 
disposed of was the Chinese immigration treaty, which 
was ratified without amendment, only two Senators in 
the negative. The Chinese commercial treaty was then 
also ratified without amendment and substantially with- 
out opposition. The Senate next ratified the extradi- 
tion treaty with the United States of Colombia; the 
consular convention with Italy modifying and defining 
the judicial powers of certain consulates; the conven- 
tion with Morocco respecting the taxation prerogatives 
of the Moorish government, and the treaty with Japan 
prescribing reciprocal duties for the Japanese and the 
United States governments in cases of shipwrecks upon 
their respective coasts.

THE SPEED OF NAVAL VESSELS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


_ Sir: In an editorial in the Journat of April 23 en- 
titled ‘‘ What Constitutes a Naval Knot?” you say the 
Vandalia on the 16th of this month while steaming up 
Chesapeake bay in company with the Tennessee and 
Kearsarge made ‘11 3-4 knots.” Permit me to ‘say 
that this is an error, some one having misinformed you. 
The speed of the Vandalia at the time you refer to is 
recorded in her log as varying between 9.2 and 10 knots 
only. The distance shown by Vandalia’s log between 
noon and 8 p. M., when the ships were stopped in order 
fo anchor off Point Lookout, was 75.7 knots or an 
average of 9.46 knots perhour. The tide was edd during 
the whole of this time and the wind moderately fresh 
ahead, reducing the distance run by the bearings of the 
land to about 60 knots or 7.5 knots per hour against 
wind and tide. The greater part of this time the Van- 
dalia was using 3-4 boiler power (7 to 8 fires). The sea 
was smooth. The Tennessee at this time was, I am 
informed, using only 6-10 boiler power and the Kear- 
sarge had fires lighted under three of her four boilers, 
though [ am informed only nine out of these eleven 
fires were spread. She was, however, able to exert 
11-14 of her power at any moment she chose, as her 
boilers are of the old Martin type. The Vandalia’s 
boilers are of the Bureau type of 1875, small, all but 
two in pairs, independent of each other, and with only 
one furnace (fire) under each boiler. The Kearsarge 
therefore could have used 110-140 of her power at any 
time, the Vandalia under no circumstances could have 
used over 112-140 of her power unless the two additional 
furnaces were used, and it would have required at least 
two hours to put these in operation. 

The Tennessee must have been making better time 
than the Vandalia, as the distance between the two 
ships—measured by a sextant—increased from 1,325 
yards at 4 p. m. to 2,300 yards at 6 Pp. m. ‘Lhe speed of 
the Tennessee signalled to me at this time was, however, 
only 9 knots, while the Kearsarge, which had ‘‘ lapped” 
the Vandalia and could probably, at this time, have 
passed the Tennessee also, was reported to me through 
the trumpet by the officer of her watch as 10.4 knots. 


Shortly after this the Kearsarge slowed down and drop- 


At 6:10 p.m. the Vandalia was given full boiler 
power, and rapidly overhauled the Tennessee, reducing 
the distance from 2,300 yards at 6 p. m. to less than 50 
yards at 7 Pp. M., some time before which the Vandalia 
had slowed down and banked four fires. I do not 
know whether the flag ship bad slowed down also or 
not, but the Vandalia was obliged tu stop about 7:20 
p. M. and sheer to starboard to avoid running up too 
close on her leader ; and from this time until 8:10 P. m., 
when the ships anchored, the Vandalia was running 
under 6-10 power only, and easily keeping her station. 
During the whole day the Vandalia for some reason 
unknown to me had not been performing as satisfactorily 
as she had often done before, while the Kearsarge 
seems to have been doing exceptionally well. I say 
this because on a previous occasion, October 18 and 19, 
1880, while going from Baltimore to Hampton Roads, 
the Vandalia using 60-100 power and the Kearsarge 
57-100 power, had had a trial of speed over a course 
160 miles long, which resulted in the Vandalia leaving 
the Kearsarge hull down in a few hours, and distancing 
her 10 knots in a run of 160. 

On the 17th of April, the Vandalia running up the 
Potomac river alone and with full power (the Tennessee 
having anchored off Piney Point and the Kearsarge 
following us some five or six miles astern), made 12 
knots by the patent log, 11.6 by the ‘‘chip” log, and 
11 3-4 knots by bearings of the land. The tide at this 
time was against her, but weak, and the wind fresh 
ahead, top-gallant masts being housed and yards pointed 
to the wind. 

The length of the knot used by the Vandalia is that 
proper proportion for a glass running 28 seconds to the 
standard (Admiralty) knot of 6,080 feet, which makes 
the distance between the knots on the line used about 
47 3-10 feet. 

The log-lines are verified at least once a week, and 
generally much oftener, but we do not depend wholly 
on the ‘‘chip” log, having a patent taffrail log (Bliss), 
which is recorded in the margin of the deck log book 
every hour or oftener. 

On the 28th April the Vandalia, by direction of Ad- 
miral Wyman, made under my supervision a full speed 
trial lasting six hours. The result has been reported, 
and I hope will be given to the Service. It is sufficient 
for me to say that the maximum speed achieved was 
12.4 knots, the ship making 61 revolutions of the screw 
at the time (pitch 21 feet). This exclusive of ‘‘slip” 
should indicate a speed of 12.64 knots. 

The pressure in the boilers was 58lbs.—vacuum in the 
condenser, 26 1-2 inches—and coal consumed per hour 
in ten furnaces, 3,378lbs. 

The draft of the ship forward was 15ft. 8in.; aft, 
17ft. 4in.; area of greatest cross section immersed about 
496 sq. ft. The ship was comparatively light, with 
only 3 weeks’ provisions and 86 tons of coal on board, 
having but recently returned from a four months’ cruise 
in the West Indies. A part of the time there was very 
little wind; the last two hours of the trial the wind was 
moderately fresh ahead and yards pointed. 

The distance run by bearings of the land in 6 hours 
was 70 1-4 knots—an average of 11.71 knots per hour. 
The patent log showed 69.3 knots, an average of 11.55 
knots, and the.‘‘ chip” 68.2 knots, an average of 11.37 
knots. I hope these facts may be of interest to the

THE REASON WHY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Str: Ido not expect by this communication to per- 
suade politicians of to-day to right gross injustice. But 
away past, in the beginning of the present century, the 
United States made a treaty with France and for aconsid- 
eration assumed all claims against the United States for 
French spoliations. The Government most certainly 
assumed the French debt to our citizens, and up to the 
present day have repudiated them. Being in line direct, 
I know this to my loss. 

Some years since Congress voted two months pay to 
officers, etc., in the Mexican war, which the Navy has never 
received. A law was passed intending to give it to the 
Navy, but the Treasury officers, who placed themselves 
above the law, or as a:bitrators of these claims, refused 
to pay them, and said they needed asupplementary law, 
which has not yet been passed. The courts have de- 
cided and — that $199,000 are due the officers 
and sailors of Farragut’s fleet at the capture of New- 
Orleans in April, 1862, nineteen years ago; but there 
being no money in the Treasury to pay the award ot the 
court it needs an appropriation. hy is it not granted ? 
We hear of doubtful claims that are lobbied through. 
Why are these just claims of inferior amounts suspended 
and neglected? Some say on account of the Confeder- 
ate brigadiers in Congress. I do not believe it; but 
rather because there is no political influence to back the 
claims—no money to be made by advocating them, and 
no votes to be gained. F. 


THE RETIRED LIST. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: The minds of many ‘‘Subs” are considerably 
exercised over a probable paucity in the number of 
officers that may at any one time be on the retired list, 
as now provided by law, and a decided concern 
among others of much greater rank is as to the probable 
number of vacancies likely to occur in that list in the 
near future. 

Some applications of the law of average, so common 
in life assurance, will present some facts of interest to 
both of the above classes of officers. 

The present organization of the Army provides for 





two thousand one hundred and fifty-five officers on the 
active list. Their average age upon entry into the 


service is about twenty-two years, and after forty 
years of service they will be eligible for retirement at- 
the age of sixty-two. To keep this organization com- 
plete in numbers, casualties from death and retirement 
at sixty-two being considered, will require the appoint- 
ment of fifty-four officers on an average, each year. 
From what data I have found to hand, not less tham 
sixty-three per cent. of the officers appointed to the: 
Army in early days from West Puint died or were 
killed before reaching the age of sixty-two, and this 
proportion does not include many who ‘‘ joined in the 
Rebellion ” and died or were killed before reaching that 
age; and from a comparison of life tables I judge that 
not less than sixty per cent. of the officers appointed to 
the Army will, even under the most favorable circum- 
stances, die before reaching the age of sixty-two, no 
matter how ‘‘ select” the lives may be; hence not more 
han twenty-one of the fifty-four will reach the age of 
tixty-two and be retired for age. The ‘‘ expectation” 
of those retired at this age will not exceed 12.46 years, 
and the number required on the retired list to cover re- 
tirements from age alone will not exceed two hundred 
and ninety-nine. 

As a matter of fact, in our Army, as above indicated, 
although the lives may be considered as carefully 
‘*selected,” the conditions are such that the ave d 
number who will yearly reach the age of sixty-two will 
not be as great as twenty one, nor will the ‘‘expecta~ 
tion” be as high as 12.46 years; consequently, in the 
first place, the number required on the retired list to 
cover those retirements from age alone will not be so 
great as two hundred and ninety-nine; and, secondly, 
the casualties in the retired list will be proportionally 
greater as the ‘‘expectation” is reduced, thereby yet 
further reducing the total number actuaily required for 
that list, possibly to not more than two h and 
sixty-two. 

But in practice, even in times of peace, there will 
always be asmall number who must be retired from 
casualties other than from age. The above numbers 
applied to the four hundred now fixed by law will give 
places for one hundred and one officers so retired, with 
a possible increase to one hundred and thirty-eight. 
If the ‘‘expectation” of this classdid not exceed 
twenty-five years—and this is a high rate—there would 
be at least from four to five places per year for the 
retirement of officers for causes incident to the service 
other than old age. 

With most of the wounded and disabled officers from 
the last war disposed of, and with a prospect of promo- 
tion opened to them, few officers will now be found 
willing to retire except under compulsion; and under a 
proper application of the present laws, four hundred 
places in the retired list will be found sufficiently great 
to more than cover all proper retirements, even though 
all officers be promptly retired upon erriving at the age 
of sixty-two. Of course if we have a sanguinary and 
very protracted war—as that of the Rebellion—this num- 
ber may be found too sinall. 

As to the probable number of vacancies in the retired 
list: If one only had the exact age of all the officers in 
that list we could tell to a fraction what would be the 
average number of vacancies per year for some time to 
come. From a cursory examination of the Army Register 
I judge that the average of retired officers is at present 
not less than fifty-six years, and under the present 
application of the rule to retire officers fcr age, this 
average is constantly and rapidly increasing. But if it 
be considered at not more than fifty-six, the ‘‘ expecta- 
tion” of life for healthy persons will not exceed fifteen 
years, and this will give an average of not less than 
twenty-seven vacancies per year on the retired list. 
This may seem high, and may startle some; but if the 
average age be as great as fifty-six, and does not de- 
crease, that number of vacancies is as sure to come as 
death itself, and there are not many things known to us 
more certain than that. Infact if the practice of 
retiring mostly the older officers be continued, within 
the next few years the number of vacancies, in some 
years, will be much greater than that indicated, and, 
unless an undue number of young officers be retired, 
the list will gradually be reduced below four hundred. 
These facts are commended to the careful consideration 
of those officers who have not yet reached the age of 
sixty-two—the result will reach those over that age in 
due time. They offer unlimited opportunities for retire- 
ments in the very near future for all who may reach 
the age of sixty-two years. If that retirement were 
compulsory many would be assured of advancement 
before retirement. If the law remains as it now is— 
well, not to put too fine a point upon it—some will be 
‘* bounced ” too soon, and won't like it a bit.

CHIVALRY. 
“ But alas! the days of chivalry are over."— Mobile Register. 
Jan. 11, 1863, in obedience to orders Capt. Homer 
C. Blake, commanding the U. 8. 8. Hatteras, at Gal- 
veston, Texas, steamed southward and eastward for 
about an hour and a half, when a steamer was reported 
bearing southward, which kept under easy way to decoy 
the Hatteras, so far from the fleet that no seasonable 
assistance could reach her in case of a conflict. When 
hailed by the /Zatteras, asking her name, the reply was, 
‘*Her Britannic Majesty’s ship Vizen.” Blake had 
hardly ordered a boat piped away to board her, when 
she called out, ‘‘ We are the Confederate steamer Ala- 
bama,” onacmpenring the remark with a full broadside, 
to which the Hatteras immediately replied. The slight 
iron shell of the JZatteras was perforated below the 
water line, and her engine disabled; and although the 
brave Blake tried to close with the Alabama he soon 
found his own veasel in a sinking condition. He says 
in his report : 
With a vessel on fire in two places and beyond human 
wer a hopeless wreck upon the water, with her walking 
am shot away, and her engine rendered useless, I still 
maintained an active fire, with a double hope of disabling the 
Alnbama, and of attracting tle fleet, off Galveston, only 28 
miles distant. 
But for the disabling of her engines and boiler in the 
earlier part of the fight, the Hatteras would have stood 
a better chance of success, as her battery, though of 
lighter calibre than that of the Alabama, was fought 
mirably, giving the enemy two shots for one while 
she floated. Farragut felt this misfortune deeply, and 
after this disaster in his fleet gave these orders for pre- 
paration in the attack on Mobile: ‘‘ Lay chains or sand- 
bags on the deck over the machinery to resist a plung- 
ing fire—heaving the sheet chains over the side, or make 
any other arrangements for security that your ingenuity 
may suggest.” 
Habitually the Alabama in those days of chivalry 
roamed the ocean under an alien flag, never showing its 
colors till a victim was entrapped. After bringing to a 
vessel, often by firiug a shot at her, if she proveda 
neutral, especiully a French ship, Semmes reported him- 
self to be a United States man-of-war, giving the name 
of some well known Federal vessel. Thé natural ten- 
dency and evident design of this contemptible fraud 
was to embroil us as much as possible with foreign 
powers. Worst of all was his burning prizes at night, 
to decoy other vessels, urged by motives of humanity, 
into his clutches. 
As the last official act which ended this career of 
piracy, when his own life had been saved through the 
generosity of the commander of the Kearsarge in per- 
mitting the Deerhound to aid him in the work of buman- 
ity—a permission granted, of course, with the under- 
standing that the enemy who had struck his colors 
should be given up as a prisoner to the conqueror—- 
Semmes thus rescued (it is said, concealed under a sail), 
with forty of his crew, nearest at hand, ‘‘ takes to his 
heels” (to use his own expression), leaving the rest of 
his companions to their fate. Arrived at Southampton, 
he publishes a letter, insinuating, though he does not 
assert, that his generous adversary, whose boats had 
been busy in saving sixty-eight of the Alabama’s men, 
had neglected to hasten to their relief—thus falsely ac- 
cusing the conqueror, to whose mercy he owed his life, 
of the very act of baseness which he had himself com- 
mitted, for the sake of putting himself in a safe place in 
violation of the laws of honorable warfare. 
Is it not well that the days of such ‘‘chivalry” are 
ended ? Histor‘.

Tue Admiralty have determined to name the armored 
cruiser to be built at Portsmouth, and which was de- 
scribed at length by Mr. Trevelyan, in the synopsis of 
his speech published in the Journat of April 16, the 
Impérieuz. It is understood that the ship will carry 
four barbette turrets, two abreast amidships, and the 
other two fore and aft. 

AcoorDING to a return lately presented to the Swiss 
Federal Council, the élite of the army (or militia in 
regular training liable at any time to be called out for 
acuive service) is composed of eight divisions, with an 
effective strength of 117,759 men. The weakest of these 
divisions is 11,745, the most powerful 17,052 strong. 
The landwehr, who, having gone through a regular 
course of drill, are mustered for annual inspection only, 
made an effective force of 92,736. Hence, in case of 
need, Switzerland could summon to the field fully 200,- 
000 men, all fairly disciplined and many of them first- 
rate shots. Acvording to the census taken Nov. 30, 
1880, the population of Switzerland is 2,831,787, an in- 
crease of 176,786 in the last ten years. 

Tue Kite gunboat, which has been fitted for experi- 
mental purposes with the Albini gun-carriage, as adopted 
in the Italian navy, went out to Spithead recently for a 
trial. It was intended to fire 40 rounds from the new 
six-inch breech-loader, with charges of 25 and 34 pounds 
of powder, but after the fifth round one of the bolts 
which secure the pivot on which the carriage turns 
broke, and the vessel returned to harbor. In the Albini 
carriage the two movable levers on which the trunnions 
of the gun rest are connected with the piston of a 
hydraulic press, by means of which recoil is checked, 
2ft. being the utmost that the gun can run back, and as 
the gun is elevated in recoiling the space occupied on 
board ship is comparatively small. Should the present 
trials prove successful, the carriage will be subsequently 
tested with the eight-inch and nine-inch breech-loaders. 

EXPERIMENTS have just been made on board the Vertle 
and Glatton at Portsmouth, with Siemens’s compressed 
glass. It was found to withstand the shock from the 
12 and 18-ton guns, and will be used for scuttles and 
globes for the electric light. 

Tue Lords of the Admiralty have ordered the Colossus, 
now in course of construction at Portsmouth, to be fitted 
with a manganese bronze propeller, in place of the one 
of gun-metal originally ordered. This decision has been 
arrived at after a series of comparative experiments 
made with the two metals in the presence of Mr. Farqu- 
harson, of the Admiralty, at the works of Messrs. 
Maudslay, Sons, and Field, the contractors for the en- 
gines. Bars of both metals, one inch square, were placed 
on supports 12in. apart, and first subjected to a steady 
pressure applied in the middle of the bars, and after- 


wards toimpact by a weight of 50 lb. falling from a| 


height of five feet. With a steady pressure the gun- 
metal bars slipped between the supports or broke with 
a strain of 28 cwt., while the manganese bronze bars 
required 54 cwt. to break them. Tested by impact, the 
gun-metal bars broke with from seven to eight blows, 
while it took from 13 to 17 blows to break the manga- 


nese bronze bars. The ultimate bend of the latter was | 


also in both cases more than that of the gun-metal, thus 
showing fully double the strength with superior tough- 
ness. The advantages claimed for manganese bronze 
over gun-metal are—first, a considerable saving of actual 
weight of machinery; and, secondly, that it enables a 
thinner and consequently a better blade to be made, 
offering less resistance to the water, and equalling in 
strength the gun-metal blade of greater dimensions.

In a recent speech Sir John Hay stated that England 
has 18,500 seamen belonging to the Royal Navy, exclu- 
sive of boys, artisans, marines, and officers, and in the 
mercantile marine 84,000 men; but of these latter 
16,000 were foreigners and could not be counted upon 
to assist in defending them. There are, therefore, only 


some 66,000 or 67,000 in the mercantile marine, and of |

The corvettes Boyarin and Greden are being 
furnished with Engstrem guns, the frigates Admiral 
Spiridoff and Tchitchagoff are having new arrangements 
fixed at the stern fortowing torpedoes, and the four gun- 
boats Booroon, Tootcha, Vikhr, and Doja, finished last 
year, are being strengthened throughout, the artillery 
practice last autumn revealing that the hulle were too 
weak for the 38-ton guns placed on board them. 

Mep1oat Officers who are interested in following the 
systems of working the medical service of the various 
European armies will observe that the Swiss army has 
organized its medical service on a thorougaly military 
basis. It has followed our example, and that of Italy, 
Turkey, and other States, in making its medical 
service into a military corps, and investing the medical 
officers with defined military rank and command over 
the military staff in every way. An account of the 
Swiss medical system will be found in ‘‘The Armed 
Strength of Switzerland,” published by the British War 
Office. The French service are now awaiting the pub- 
lication of an order which invests the medical service 
with full military contro! of the army hospitals, and puts 
a stop to the interference of the intendance so long com- 
plained of. The movement in the British service for 
the amalgamation of the Army Medical Department and 
the Army Hospital Corps into the Army Medical Corps 
is rapidly gaining adherents, and may take place at an 
early date. 

In view of the unsettled state of affairs in the Medi- 
terranean, the Russian government has ordered the 
| fngate Minin to proceed thither from the Pacific. The 
| Minin is one of the crack vessels of the Russian fleet, 
being a broadside frigate, with a central battery of the 
Reed description. She was began 8s) long ago as 1870, 
but, owing to alterations and improvements, was not 
completed till 1879, when she was sent to the Pacific. 
She is 289 feet long, 47 broad, has a displacement of 
5,800 tons, carries engines of 800 nominal or 5,600 indi- 
cated horse-power, steams at 13 knots, and has a large 
coal supply and a large spread of canvas. Her armor- 
belt is seven inches thick, her central battery 98ft. long, 
10ft. above water-line, and protected by 12in. plates, 
worked on to 24in. of teak backing; her armament be- 
ing four 8-in. guns and two 6 in., fired en barbette, to- 
gether with four 4-pounders and eight mitrailleuses. The 
crew comprises 46 officers and 501 men. 

‘Tue lately ordered mobilization of’ the ‘‘ redifs,” or 
reserves, of the first three army corps of the Turkish 
army has been effected. Supplies of arms, clothing, 
and accoutrements had been collected beforehand at 
several convenient centres in each district, and conse- 
quently it was possible for the local military authorities 
to carry out the orders received from Constantinople 
without the delay which usually takes place when any 
body of troops has to be mobilized in Turkey. In the 
vilayet of Broussa, for instance, twelve battalions were 
ready to march in twenty-one days after the receipt of 
telegraphic instructions for their mobilization, while in 
the district of the 1st Army Corps sixty-two battalions 
of redifs were mobilized in a month. Turkey has thus 
by this time, doubtless, 160 battalions of infantry in 
Epirus and Thessaly, the whole force in the two 
provinces, including the contingents of the other arms 
of the service, numbering between 95,000 and 100,000 
men; from 24,000 to 25,000 men in Macedonia, and 
from 45,000 to 48,000 mien in Thrace, while the whole

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE COMMISSION ON THE REVISED MILITARY CODE 
8. N. Y. BEFORE THE N. Y. LEGISLATURE. 


WE give below a résumé of the remarks of Inspector-Gen- 
eral BR. 8. Oliver, Brig.-Gen. E. L. Molineux, and Col. 
8. V. R. Cruger, 12th regiment, N. G. 8. N. Y., made recently 
before the Committee on Militia of the Assembly in answer 
to the objections to the proposed Military Code: 

COMPOSITION OF THE COMMISSION. 


From the opening remarks of the commissioners it appears 
that two have had from twelve to fifteea years experience as 
commissioned officers in the regular, volunteer, and militia 
service in the line and two years in the staff ; oue has risen 
from a private ia the 7th regiment to the position of a bri- 
gade commander (including service a3 regimental, biizade 
and division commander of volunteers, during the last war) ; 
one is the commander of the 12th regiment stationed in the 
city of New York ; one is the present _C issary-G 1 of 
Ordnance, and one the Judge-Advocate General. 

POWERS OF THE COMMISSION. 


Attuntion is called to the language of the act creating the 
commission which says that itis for ‘the revision, amend- 
ment and con:olidatiun of the Military Cole and all acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto.” 

NATIONAL GUARD NOT A STANDING ARMY. 

Gen. Oliver says: “The letter of the commissioners, 
transmitting their report to the Legislature, speciall: Wear 
to the fact that the law is not intended to treat the N onal 
Guard as a standing army, and does not ; but when the Na- 
tional Guardsman is on duty theré is but cne manner for his 
government in a mili way, and the military laws must 
then ‘be the same for a ee ee volunteer and 
militia. While service in the National Guard is primarily 
voluntary, so it is in the Regular Army ; but that the service 
in the National Guard, attera man has once enlisted, is 
voluntary, 1s absurd, for in the present law, and in the 
posed law, certain duties are specified which must be per- 
formed, or punishment will ensue. But in retura for the 
performance of those duties the State, in the old law and in 
the new law, offers certain assistance to the National Guards- 
man in a pecuniary way, and gives protection in the 
out of those duties. This government by proper military 
law while on duty, constitutes one of the few differences 
between the present so-called independenc organizations and 
the National Guard.” 

SERVICE IN THE NATIONAL GUARD MUST BE ATTRACTIVE. 


Geu. Molineux says: ‘This ‘attractive’ section we are 
forced to accept as the real point of difference between the 
commission and the objectors to the proposed code. And 
just here the question recurs, ‘What constitutes, or should 
constitute, the attractiveness of military service?’ If the 
National Guard is to remaia, or is to become an attractive 
civil organization, it would seem to be a clearly iudisputable 
proposition that the State should uot be calied upon to sup- 
port it. ‘The members of the commissioa, ia framing this 
bill, have taken a broad, liberal view of the yt ery 
situation, circumstances and surroundings of the N 
Guard organization as an entirety. They do not pretend to 
have looked to benefit simply a few wea thy regiments, and 
by so doing to have sacrificed the interests and well-being cf 
the mass of the State troops to meet their individual views,” 

Gen, Oliver says : ‘‘ Wecannot see that any attractions are 
being removed by the new law from the duty in the National 
Guard which exist under the present law. On the b 
the commission have sought to make the duties much less 
onerous, the fines much less heavy ; have abolished impri- 
sonment for debt, and have sought to aid the enlisted man 
in every way, and to place him at no disadvantage whatso- 
ever in performing those duties which are specifically 
demanded by the State.” 

A STATE UNIFORM. 


Gen. Oliver says: ‘* The proposed code contains no new 
provision wher it compels the National Guard te wear on» 
and the same uniform, for such power is now veated in the 
Commander-in-Chief, should he. choose to exercise it. (see 
sec. 112 of present law). But it is decided that this powar 
should be taken from the Commander-in-Chief and placed 
in the hands of a commission, and when a uniform for service 
purposes had been settled upon by this commission, it should 
not be changed except by the Legislature. In the light of 
recent events, and the recent applications to the

I knew you 
lied,” etc., was made the subject of charges preferred by the 
lieutenant-colonel, there being four separate charges with 
four specifications. On these charges a Court-martial, with 
Gen. Wm. G. Ward, Ist Brigade, president, was appointed, 
and after a prolonged trial found the captain guilty of dis- 
respect to his superior officer, and of conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and military discipline, and sentenced 
him to be publicly reprimanded. The proceedings, findings, 
and sentence of the court were approved by Major-Gen. 
Shaler, commanding Ist Division, who in reviewing the pro- 
ceedings says in General Orders : 

Under no circumstance is an officer justified in showing 
disrespect to a superior, and when displayed in the presence 
of enlisted men it admits of no palliation. It is to be 
regretted that Capt. Horgan’s experience gained in the field 
during the last war, did not avail to prevent his very repre- 
hensibie conduct on this occasion, and that it becomes neces- 
ow | to remind him in this disagreeable manner of the first 
and most umportant principles of military government. 

While sustaining the court in its findings and thus carrying 
out its sentence, the reviewing officer deems it his duty to 
say, that although Capt. Horgan alone was on trial, he was 
not alone and primarily responsible for the occurrence, for 
the following reasons : 

1st. Because the order to preside at the election which he 
received from the colonel was illegal and should not have 
been given, as that officer could not go farther than to 
require his attendance, prepared to preside, in the absence of 
an officer of higher one . 

2d. Because when Lieut.-Col. DeLacy found the meeting 
presided over by a qualified officer, he should have withdrawn 
and conferred with the colonel, if any explanation was 
needed, instead of appealing to his junior officers and the 
eniisted men there assembled, to recognize him as the proper 
presiding officer. If Lieut.-Col. DeLacy had organized the 
vs and opened the polls, no one could have been sub- 
stituted for him during the election ; but it was not proper 
for him, notwithstanding his higher rank, to demand the 
= after the meeting had been organized by another 
officer. 

For these reasons the reviewing officer endorses the follow- 
ing supplementary remarks of the court. : 

“The eourt is of the opinion that Lieut.-Col. DeLacy, an 
officer holding a high position in the service and having had 
au extended experience as such, should have shown more 
discretion in his action and language, than he did on the 
evening of June 28, 1880.” 





ConnEcTicuT.—By act of Legislature, the rank of Asst. 
Adjt.-Gen. Simeon J. Fox has been increased to that of full 
colonel, and the rank of Asst. Q. M. Gen. Morgan to that of 
lieutenant-colonel. 

A resolution has passed the General Assembly authorizing 
the quartermaster-general to issue arms and ammunition to 
the Committee on the Centennial Celebration of the Battle 
of Groton Heights on Sept. 6, 1881. At this celebration the 
entire brigade Conn. N. G. will take part, and will perform 
the part of the assaulting column in the attack on Fort 
Griswold on Groton Heights, opposite New London. United 
States war vessels and troops of Fort Trumbull will also join 
in. The programme of 100 years ago will be carried out, but 
who ‘will represent Col. Ledyard and be massacred we have 
not learned. The old fort, still standing, will be garrisoned 
by citizens same aa in 1781. The arms, etc., authorized by 
this act will be issued to them. 

The Assembly bas passed a bill authorizing the quarter- 
master-general of the State to loan to the Grand Army of 
the Republic, State camp, equipage, etc., and the use of the 
State camp grounds for the week, immediately following the 
annual encampment of the National Guard. 

The following act to reduce and limit the military force of 
Connecticut was offered by Mr. Read, of Bridgeport, and 

both Houses : 

Sec. 1. After Jan. 1, 1882, the active militia of this State 
shall not exceed forty companies of infantry and one battery 
of artillery. 

Sec. 2. On or before July 1, 1881, the commander-in-chief 
shall, upon the report of the inspection and muster, to be 
made in May, 1881, under his order, disband so many com- 
panies as may be necessary to reduce the force to, or below 
the limit fixed in section 1 of this act. 

Sxzc. 3. Each company of the Governor’s guards shall be 
entitled to an armory, to be provided by the comptroller and 
paid for by him. One dollar per year for care of each rifle 
or sabre issued to them by the State, to be paid by the comp- 
troller, and each member of any company of the Governor's 
guards who shall parade annually in May, for one day’s drill 
or shall do active duty at any other time, when so ordered by 
the Commander. in-Chief, shall receive pay as follows, viz. : 
For each officer, non-commissioned officer, and private, $2 
per day, and in addition thereto a commutation of rations cf 
$1.20 for each officer, and thirty cents for each enlisted man, 
and for each horse used by any commissioned officer entitled 
to parade mounted, $5 per day, and for each horse used by 
each non-commissioned officer or private of mounted com- 
panies, $2 per day, and forage for each horse when used a3 
above. 263, cents per day, and $50 to each company for 4 
band of music when parading as an escort to the Governor, 
and pay for two musicians per day when otherwise ordered 
out by the Commander-in-Chief, and $50 per year to each 
commandant of a company who is responsible for the care 
and custody of State property in their possession, and actual 
cost of transportation to said —— when ordered out by 
the Commander-in-Chief for drill parade, or escort duty as 
above provided, all of which payments shall be made on pro- 
perly receipted pay-rolls, attested and sworn to by the com- 
manding officer, to be paid by the comptroiler on approval 
of the Governor. : 

Src. 4. Allissues of arms, equipments, and uniforms to 
the companies of the Governor's guards, shall be made in 
such manner as shall be from time to time provided for by 
the General Assembly, but this act shall in no way affect the 
property of the State now in the possession of the Governor's 
guards. 

Sec. 5. After Jan. 1, 1882, no company of military beyond 
the number authorized in section one of this act, shall re- 
ceive from the State any aid or compeusation whatever, 
except as above provided for the Governor's guards, but this 
section shall not affect the loan of arms and equipments made 
by the quartermaster-general, when authorized thereto. _ 

SEc. 6. acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. C

TeNNESSEE.—An officer of one of the regiments of the Ist 
New York Division, on a visit through the West and South, 
sends us a short critique on the ‘‘ crack” companies of Mem- 
phis. He says: ‘‘To-vight I have been looking at a drill 
‘out doors* of the two crack companies of this city, one 
the famed Chickasaw Guards, 16 files, and the other the 
Bluff City Guards, 12 files. The drill of each was excellent, 
the former the best, and I never saw better loading and fir- 
ing, the action was simultaneous, and not too quick but 
beautifully done, the marching and wheelings good, at times 
a little distance lost upon wheeling inte line. March of 
column of fours, both double and single rank, excellent, dis- 
tances good, and men steady and keep touch well, perhaps a 
little too close ; but the step was of each company too fast, 
fully 115 or 120 steps (and short) to the minute. Asa rule 
the men were very steady and attentive to commands. The 
officer in command is evidently heart and soul in his 
work, and from what I saw well calculated to impart instruc- 
tion. The drill partook but little of the fancy as exemplified 
by the Atlanta company, which was in New York last year, 
but was confined to school of company entirely so far as I 
couid see, 

“The drill ground is a piece of vacaat ground on the bluff, 
overlooking the river, and is lighted by (or was to-night) four 
electric lights—the space is about 400 feet square, level, but 
not very smooth.” 








Kentuckxy.—Military circles are beginning to be agitated 
on the subject of the Yorktown centennial, which occurs 
next October, and the question is asked: Will Kentucky be 
represented ? We are sorry to say that the question cannot, 
as yet, be answered in the affirmative, for the reason that a 
body of troops cannot be transported there, except at con- 
siderable expense, and there is no money in sight for such a 
purpose at present. That Kentucky should be represented in 
this great celebration, in which soldiers from nearly every 
State in the Union will take part, noonecan doubt. As 
Virginia’s daughter, she should occupy a prominent position 
in the ceremonies. The question is, shall she do it? Gov- 
ernor Blackburn visited our city last week, and one of the 
principal objects he had in view was to ascertain if some 
means could not be devised to send the 1st Battalion of the 
K. 8. G. (Louisville Legion) and Battery A (Louisville Light 
Artillery) to Yorktown. The Governor is very enthusiastic 
on this subject. He is proud of the Louisville military, and 
avows his determination to do allin his power to send the 
boys. In the course of a conversation, his Excellency said 
that the people ought, he thought, help the matter on, and 
he would shortly appeal to them publicly to aidin making 
the necessary arrangements for paying the expenses, He 
further expressed his belief that the Louisville boys would 
hold their own against the troops of any other State, and 
wanted them to have achance. We hope he will succeed in 
giving them an opportunity.—Louisvile Sunday Argus. 





Micuican.—The following bill to amend the laws relative 
to the reorganization of the military forces of Michigan has 
passed both Houses of the Legislature, and been signed by 
the Governor: 

Sec, 8. Each regiment of infantry shall consist of one 
colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, one major, one surgeon, one 
assistant surgeon, one chaplain, one adjutant, one quarter- 
master, one sergeant major, one quartermaster sergeant, one 
hospital steward avd one color sergeant, and not less than 
eight nor more than ten companies; each of which companies 
of infantry shall consist of one captain, one first lieutenant, 
one second lieutenant, five sergeants, eight corporals and not 
less than thirty-two nor more than seventy privates. 

Sxc. 10. There shall be one major-general, with three 
aides-de-camp, for each division orgauized by the com- 
mander-in-chief, and one brigadier-general, with two aides- 
de-camp, one surgeon with rank of lieutenant-colonel and 
one hospital steward, for each brigade so organized. 

Sec. 48. All officers, non-commussioned officers, musicians 
and privates, shall receive for their services for each day 
actually spent by them on duty, in case of riot, tumult, 
breach of the peace, resistance of process, orewhenever called 
upon in aid of the civil authorities, and for the time neces- 
sarily spent by them in travelling from their homes to the 
place of rendezvous, and in returning to their homes, the 
following compensation, together with necessary rations and 
forage, to wit; To each private not less than one dollar and 
twenty five cents per day, to each non-commissioned officer 
and musician one dollar and twenty-five cents per day, to all 
commissioned officers of the line, and to the field, staff, and 
Other commissioned officers, the pay proper of officers of the 
Army of the same rank in the, service of the United States, 
together with all necessary rations and forage, and for the 
horses of all mounted officers and men, one dollar per day, 
such compensation, and such rations and forage, and the 
cost of all ammunition used, or purchased for use, by any 
Officer in command of the State troops so called out, shall be 
audited, allowed, and paid by the board of supervisors of the 
county where such service is rendered, to the commandants 
of companies, upon their certificates approved and certified 
by the oiticer commanding said troops; and if only one ¢com- 
pany has performed the service, on the certificate of the 
Commissjoned officers of sgid company, and shall be a por- 
tion of the county charges of such county, to be levied, 
assessed, collected, and paid, in the same manner as other 
county charges are assessed, collected and paid. 

Szo. 107. Ail officers, non-commissioned orficers, musicians, 
members of band, and privates, shall reveivé for each day 
actually spent by them on duty in the annual encampment 
authorized by this act, or on apy duty under orders of the 
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commander-in-chief, and for the time necessarily spent by 
them in travelling from their homes to the place of rendez- 
vous and in returning to their homes the following compen- 
sation, together with the necessary transportation, to wit: 
To each private, non-commissioned officer and musician not 
less than one dollar and twenty-five cents per day, and 
seventy-five cents per day for subsistence, to all commis- 
sioned officers of the line, and to the field, staff, and other 
commissioned officers, the pay proper of ofiicers of the Army 
of the same rank in the service of the United States, together 
with all necessary rations and forage: Provided, however, 
That any officer, musician, or soldier guilty of intoxication 
or druckenness at any annual encampment, or on the way to 
or from such encampment, shall forfeit all pay for that 
entire tour of camp duty; and it shall be the duty of the 
officer charged with making the pay-rolls to note the fact of 
intoxication or drunkenness against the name of the person 

uilty thereof, under the penalties of false returns estab- 
ished by sections one hundred and five and one hundred 
and six of this act.

After 
the thirty days’ a a of he accepted a commission as Cap- 
tain in the 127th N. Y. Vols., and was on the Peninsula, 
under Gen. Dix, in 1863. This regiment was transferred to 
the Army of the Potomac in August, 1863, and served under 
Gens. Gilmore und Wagner. Major Allison commanded the 
‘‘boat infantry” which patrolled Charleston Harbor. In 
September, 1864, he was detailed as Acting Assistant Inspec- 
tor-General of the Northern District, Department of the 
South, and from November of that year to February, 1865, 
he was engaged with his command in skirmishes now Beau- 
fort, 8. C. In 1865 he was appointed Provost Marshal of 
Charleston, 8. C. At the close of the war the Major re-en- 
listed in the ‘‘second company.” He was elected Uaptain of 
Co. A in 1869, and held his commission until 1877, when he 
resigned, and was re-elected in 1879. Major Allison’s repu- 
tation as an instructor is second to none as shown by the 
present splendid condition of Company A.
